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How Committeemen for the Chicago Dental 
Society Are Selected 


rom the number of inquiries as to 

how the committee personnel are 

chosen it seems that an explanation 
might be worthwhile. There are some 
33 committees with about 335 commit- 
teemen. Committees are of the commis- 
sion form. By that we mean that commit- 
tee appointments are staggered, one-third 
of the committee membership is renewed 
each year which gives greater stability 
by having at least two-thirds of the com- 
mittee with one or more years of expe- 
rience. Therefore, each year one-third of 
the committeemen are replaced or re- 
appointed. This gives us a figure of about 
112 as the number of committee spots 
open. Then comes the big job of allocat- 
ing the appointments to each branch and 
this is done in the following manner: 
The membership of each branch as of 
May first is taken as the base for figur- 
ing the allocation of committee ap- 
pointments on a pro rata basis. 

Then begins the arduous job of desig- 
nating the committeemen. Before this 
is done the committee Chairmen (who 
were the Vice-chairmen the last year) 
are checked to make certain they are 
re-assigned and that the Vice-chairmen 
who are the appointees of the President- 
elect are assigned to the proper commit- 
tee. In most cases the Vice-chairman is 
chosen from the ranks of the committee 
but not always. After the Chairmen and 
Vice-chairmen have been checked they 


are placed in the proper spots on the 
committee forms which carry the lists 
of each committee allocation to the re- 
spective branches. The list is given to 
the Director of each branch and he 
in turn makes the appointments as desig- 
nated. This he can do on his own or in 
consultation with members of his branch. 
After all appointments have been filled 
and checked to avoid duplication, the 
appointed are called by the Director to 
determine their willingness to serve. Then 
the lists are sent to the Central Office 
where a final check is made and the ap- 
pointments are submitted to the Board 
of Directors for approval. If approved, 
the job is done until next year. 

If the Chairman of a committee feels 
that a member of his committee has 
failed to work or do his job the Chair- 
man may recommend the removal of that 
non-worker and a new person is ap- 
pointed to fill out his term. 

The General Chairman and the Pro- 
gram Chairman of the Midwinter Meet- 
ing are the appointees of the President 
without further action of the Board. The 
President-elect has a similar privilege in 
the appointment of the Vice-chairmen. 

May we add this one comment. In 
the hands of our hardworking commit- 
tees lies the heart of a successful Mid- 
winter Meeting and our other Society 
undertakings. They are the quiet, unsung 
heroes.

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EDITORIAL 


Good Public Relations 


As you well know from the several reports which have appeared during the 
last few months, the Chicago Dental Society has embarked upon an enlarged 
public relations program under the direction of the Julian J. Jackson Agency. 
The very excellent program which the Agency has laid out got off to a flying 
start with a slogan contest. The winning slogan will appear on several billboards 
which have been made available as a public service by the General Outdoor 
Advertising Company and to them we express our sincere appreciation for their 
assistance. The metropolitan and community newspapers have assured us of 
their cooperation and TV and radio facilities have also been put to good use. To 
each of these groups we are truly grateful. 

However, all this will be of little avail if you and I fail to do our share in 
creating good individual personal dentist-patient relations. Only our best in 
personal conduct and consideration and the most competent service, together 
with a genuine interest in the patient’s well-being, will make possible a good 
public relations program. 

If you could spend a few hours for several days in the Central Office and 
give ear to some of the complaints, you would soon find that our public rela- 
tions are not above criticism. There is hardly a day passes but that from one 
to five complaints or grievances are registered. There is no doubt but that 
some are the gripes of irresponsible persons but certainly in that number there 
are a high percentage who have a real complaint. Many are due in a large 
measure to the failure to arrive at a proper understanding of the problems 
involved and to the fee, a failure to ascertain the patient’s ability to pay for the 
service or a means to make the payments less burdensome by use of an extended 
payment plan such as the Society’s Dental Budget Plan through the First 
National Bank. “Let the Buyer Beware” has no place in a profession—it is the 
professional man’s responsibility to protect those lacking in comprehension and 
understanding from becoming involved beyond their means. There is but one 
rule: “Treat your patients as you would like to be treated.” 

Another problem. which is constantly a source of trouble and which hurts 
our relations is the inability of patients to obtain emergency relief within a 
reasonable time. This is especially true of Wednesdays when it is well nigh 
impossible to find a dentist. If you are one of those seemingly rare individuals 


' who work Wednesdays please so inform the Central Office and your name 


will be placed on the list of those available. Also make some provision of time 
for such a purpose. As long as we are making the suggestion} why don’t each 
of us set aside one-half hour in the morning or afternoon just for that purpose? 
You will be surprised at the results in better public and patient relations. If 
you can’t handle the emergency, why not call a neighbor who may be able 
to do so and again you will have made a grateful and happy patient. To go 
one step further, if you are in a community of a dozen or so dentists perhaps 
you could take turns at spending a Wednesday at the office. It wouldn’t be a 
hardship on anyone. 

In the same vein, may the editor again urge that if it be humanly possible 
you try to take care of that child patient who is so badly in need of attention.

The above obligations are not peculiar to our plans, but apply to other plans and 
individual policies as well. Actually, some policies call for notice within 10 days, in 
the event the claim is the result of an injury. It may be advisable to read your policies. 


We know or we have to assume that it is the wish of all companies to pay their 
claims and to make the payments promptly. We also know that they should not be 
expected to make payment on either an accumulation of claims, those with delayed 
notice, or those on which bills are presented months or years after the period speci- 
fied for sending : in the bills has elapsed.

DENTAL RESEARCH MAY BE 
THE DOOR TO DENTISTRY’S 
GOLDEN AGE 


In an address before the American 
Association for Dental Schools in Detroit 
Dr. Roy O. Greep, Dean of Harvard 
School of Dental Medicine, pointed out 
that increased emphasis on basic dental 
research may bring dentistry to the 
threshold of a Golden Age. 

He stressed dentistry’s responsibility, as 
a health profession, to advance knowl- 
edge in its own field and to contribute 
to the world’s body of scientific fact. He 
thought it a mistake for dental research 
to be limited to the oral cavity thereby 
limiting dentistry’s horizons; we should 
extend our investigations into all phases 
of basic. science—in this way increasing 
dentistry’s prestige. He complimented the 
\nited States Public Health Service for 
its tarsightedness in providing teaching 
grants amounting to $500,000 distributed 
among 15 graduate research centers. 

This enlarged research program would 
need more than the personnel now with 
the teaching staffs of the dental schools. 
Dr. Greep suggests that such additions 
might come in the following ways: 

1. Presenting a curriculum strong in 
intellectual content and conducive to 
creative scholarship. 

2. Strengthening faculties with men 
experienced in research and imbued with 
the scientific method. 

3. Increasing the ee? for 
guided student 

Dr. Greep concluded, “To sustain the 
progress in research and education al- 
ready achieved and to improve on these 
beginnings will require an enlightened 
philosophy in dentistry. Above all, it will 
require vigorous and imaginative leader- 
ship.”

If you are asked to speak before a 
group, to do an inspection, to approach 
your community newspaper, to help plan 
a community or school health program, 
say “Yes” and you will again be sur- 
prised at how good you feel down deep 
inside. These are but a few of the things 
you and I can do to improve the pro- 
fession’s public relations. 

Only when you and I as individuals 
do an effective job in our personal den- 
tist-patient relations can we hope to do 
a worthwhile job on a society level.
